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}  Foreign  Bars  in  the  By-Gone  Days

As  we  well  know,  minters  in  the  United  States  produced  silver  art  bars  in  the 
bygone  days  Foreign  countries  got  in  on  the  act  of  bar-making  too,  as  they 
made  their  share  of  silver  art  bars  for  export  to  the  U  S. 

Did  you  know  there  were  eighteen  mints  from  six  foreign  countries  producing 
silver  art  bars  back  in  the  bygone  days  (prior  to  1991)? 

Canada  proved  their  strength  in  numbers  by  producing  a  vast  amount  of  bars  and 
lead  in  foreign  bar  production  during  that  time  There  were  eight  Canadian 
minters  of  art  bars  (two  bars  have  unknow  n  minters  according  to  the  5th  edition 
guide  book)  Alberta  Mint,  Delta  Mint,  Mosaic  Art,  National  Mint,  MP  Mint  and 
Western  Mint  Canada,  as  a  whole,  produced  310  silver  art  bars  beginning  in 
1967  through  1989  Would  you  believe  National  Mint  alone  produced  196  bars! 

West  Germany  had  four  mints  producing  bars:  Bavaria  Mint,  the  Berlin  Mint. 

B  H  Mayer  and  Intercoin  Mint  West  Germany  produced  a  total  of  1 16  bars 
from  1972  through  1989  B  H  Mayer  produced  94  of  West  Germany’s  total 
number,  or  just  over  80% 

Italy  claimed  two  mints:  Italian  Mint  and  Milano  Mint  The  total  number  of 
Italian  bars  produced  in  1978  and  again  in  1984  was  24  Mintage  is  unlisted  on 
all  24  bars  1  have  yet  to  come  across  or  read  about  any  Italian  bars  for  sale 
Where-oh-where  can  they  be? 

The  Swiss  were  responsible  for  two  mints  PMPP  Suisse  Mint  and  Switzerland 
Mint  with  totals  of  40  bars  issued  beginning  in  1978  and  continuing  through 


Venezuela  had  one  minter  -  Venezuela  Mint  that  produced  4  undated  bars 

Mintage  of  foreign  bars  varied  from  200  to  5,000  Many  foreign  bars  were  of 
unknown  mintage,  and  listed  mintage  was  quite  high 

Where  foreign  bars  are  these  days,  no  one  knows  Think  about  it  How  often  do 
you  see  foreign  bars  for  sale  in  today’s  market'? 


This  we  do  know  Five  hundred  rare  and  beautiful  bars  were  produced  in 
foreign  countries  back  in  the  bygone  days,  leaving  behind  their  mark  on  the  art 
bar  industry!

The  Texas  Numismatic  Association  (TNA) 

2004  convention  medal  was  issued  on 
May  14  at  the  46*  annual  meeting  in  Fort 
Worth.  Erastus  ‘Deaf  Smith,  chief  scout 
for  Texas  at  the  Battle  of  San  Jacinto  is 
depicted  on  the  obverse.  Smith’s  experience 
as  a  scout  and  his  knowledge  of  Spanish  made 

him  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Texas  army.  The  medal  is  available  in  a  two- 
medal  set  containing  a  1 -ounce  .999  silver  medal  and  one  in  antique 
bronze. 


The  National  Utah  Token  Society  (NUTS) 
2004  medal  features  a  design  commemor¬ 
ating  Camp  John  B.  Floyd.  The  camp, 
occupied  fro  1858  to  1861,  was  located  in 
Cedar  Valley,  Utah  and  was  the  site  of  the 
largest  concentration  of  U.S.  Army  troops 
to  that  time.  The  round  depicts  an  army 
encampment  of  the  time  complete  with  tents, 
troops  cooking  over  an  open  first  and  a  nfle. 


The  newest  issue  in  the  senes  of  Corvette 
Ingots  is  til  is  one  for  2003.
